Into the Case Unexpectedly. 


ELL, we found at one boarding house that 
a certain. scar-faced man had been there. 

“He gave his name as J. B. McGraw, 
and he had a@ scar clear across his forehead—a jag- 
ged scar, such as you don't often see. I found out 
afterward what caused that scar, but it has slipped 
my mind.”’ 

Things seldom slip Burns’ mind. He has dates, 
figures, localities and names at his fingers’ tips. 
He may have had some reason for not telling what 
caused that scar, and it may appear later. He is a 
snan who talks rapidly, and talks cautiously, too, be- 
cause he thinks faster than -he talks. But it did 
not seem advisable to press the point at that time, 
and Burns continued: 

“This scar-faced *man had left town the night 
of the explosion. That might mean s®mething or 
nothing. -I put two of my operatives out to trace 
him. There was nothing unusual in the way they 
followed him to Chicago and located him there. 
It was common detective work. 

“Then we began hunting for the place where that 
dynamite had been bought. Of course, there are 
many dynamite factories in a state, and it 
wasn’t such a big job as you might think. We 
asked at each factory whether there had been any 
purchases besides those by the usual custamers. I 
had my men work out in widening circles and re- 
port to me as they went along.” 


Keeps His Secrets From 
Detectives Working for Him. 
T should be explained here that an operative for 
| a detective agency often works without knowing 
what case he is concerned in. Burns has a 
score of ‘men in his Chicago office, and others in 
every large city in the United States. When emer- 
gency arises he hires additional men, as he did on 
the dynamiting ease. But he—and the practice is 
common—does not always tell them the main facts 
of the case. He simply sends them out, for instance, 
to find whether dynamite factories in a certain ter- 
ritory have made any unusual sales. 

“We found,” he said, “that no unusual sales had 
been made, but that 16980 pounds of dynamite had 
been stolen from a certain factory less than 150 
miles from Peoria. I cannot tell at this time 
where it was. Well, we found also that an auto- 
-obile had been hired, and we traced it across 
country. That dynamite was taken in the automo- 
bile to the Iilinofgs River, above Peoria, and floated 
dgwn the river to the bridge. 

“While we were working on the Peoria case word 
c@™me Oct. 1 of the dynamiting of the Times Building 
in Los Angeles, and I went out there.” 

Supplying here facts whieh Detective Burns did 
not include in his narrative, but which were gath- 
ered from other sources, it may be said that after 
ire Wes engaged on the Peoria case he went to Ne 
York to see members of the National Erectors’ As- 
sociation, an organhigatioh of structural steel con- 
tractors. He wanted thém te back the investiga- 
tion.

“IT set a drag net going through the coast towns, 
as at Peoria, looking for strangers who might have 
done the job. This search turned up, amongst hun- 
dreds of other lodging places, a certain San Fran- 
cisco boarding house kept by a Mrs. D. H. Ingersoll. 

“I found a man had been living there who didn't 
work, and who left town soon after the Times 
Building explosion. He was a well-built, gray- 
haired man of fine appearance, and he seemed well 
educated, and was a good talker.- He hag been in- 
troduced to Mrs. Ingersoll by ae fellow named 
Schmidt,. and they were friends of one Dave Kap- 
lan. Schmidt and Kaplan got away from me and 
are now abroad—but that is getting ahead of my 


story. 

“Well, I set out to trace the gray-haired man— 
not so easy a task as to follow the scar-faced fel- 
low, of course. We had a cold trail, but we fol- 
lowed him to Chicago. No, I'm not going to tell 
you how I did that, either. 

His Theory Leads to Office 

of McNamara in Indianapolis. 

mn HAD set a watch on J. J. McNamara of In- 

dianapolis. I was working on the theory that, 
since these dynamitings occurred where there 

open shops. or where labor union men had 
some other grievance, that these grievances had 
something to do with them. They were all struc- 
tural iron jobs, and I investigated the structural 
iron union. It was‘easy to learn that J. J. Me- 
Namara, secretary and treasurer of that union, 
was its ruling spirit.

BERLIN, April 29.—The publishers and book 
sellers who are endeavoring to drive trashy ani 
fiashy novels out of Germany because of the in- 
jury to young men and women are spreading 
their ideas by aid of a traveling exposition. The 
exhibits consist of a list of objectionable worhs 
and of placards showing in which measure these 
works are harmful. 

In some cases statistics are compiled showings 
the bad things that take place in the story and 
vhat effect the recital of these happenings are 
bound to have on the minds of readers, particular- 
lv the plastic minds of young readers.. A sampl-z 
of the methods employed may be found in an 
analysis of the contents of Karl May’s novel, 
“Forest Rose; or, Chased the World Round.” 

The novel was pubHshed in 109 daily install- 
ments. It contains 2612 pages. In the course of 
the story 2293 persons are killed. Of these about 
1600 are shot, are stalped, 219 die either dy 
poison or gas, : are stabbed, 61 knocked down 
by fist blows, 16 &re drowned by villains, 8 killed 
by starvation; 4 are execute@, 3 are fed to croco- 
diles, 3 are hanged on trees near waters that they

Heavy Rains in Texas and Mis- 
sissippi Said to Have Re.

The cotton market has been firm 
with decided advancin tendency 
Li the past week. he advance 
from 13.98c to 16.27¢ for July has been 
remarkably steady and consistent: 
not once during the period has the 
list shown a tendency toward a re- 
action. Even the bulls would ~robably 
prefer to see prices suffer a tempvo- 
rary setback, feeling that’ the mar- 
ket would be in a much more healt' ly 
condition if a moderate reaction 
should occur after so great an 2£2- 
vance. 

However, the trade is apparently 
concluding that 15¢ for May and July 
contracts, under present conditions. 
is not entirely out of reason. Receipts 
aft ports and counted interior. towns 
continue light; cotton is moving out 
of the country at an abnormally fast 
rate and the good demand for desir- 
able grades of spot cotton keeps 
spot prices well above futures. A 
premium of spots over futures is a 
condition a great many persons look 
upon as conclusive ‘evidence of the 
healthfulness of an advance. : 

Sharp Advance on Monday. 

Thé market was steady Monday at 
slightly higher levels, consequent 
upon favorable cables, and closed wi:h:

Foreign Conditions and the Manipulation in 
May Wheat Offset Favorable Domestic 
Crop Outlook. 
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Wheat traders played the market 
as if uncertain of their ground the 
past week, the demand falling off on 
the advances but increasing on tke 
declines: The price range was irreg- 
ular, final values showing only minor 
changes on the six-day period.

Play an important part in the specu- 
lation, and so. far have offset com- 
pletely the almost perfect cdnditions 
prevailing over the winter wheat belt. 
The Prussian crop report showing

Abolishment of Public and Fool- 
ish Initiations Will Be 
Recommended. 





ABUSES TO BE FOUGHT 





Member of Executive Committee 
Says Object Is to Institute 
Reforms. 


At the third annual convention of the 
Grand Interfraternity Council of the 
uigh school end preparatory schwol fra- 
lternities of the United States, to be held 
in St. Louis May 5-6, one of the first 
recommendations wil] be to abolish the 
public and abusive initiations. 

These initiations have been one of the 
chief causes of antagonism to these or- 
ganizations during the past few years. 
Bills have recently been introduced in 
the legislatures of New York, California 
and Michigan with a view to abolishing 
preparatory school fraternities. 

Warren R. Sprague, 1217 Mont Clair 
place, member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the council, says that at least 
300 delegates from all parts of the coun- 
try will attend. Last year at the sec- 
ond annual meeting, in Detroit, 18 fra- 
ternities were represented. It is ex- 
pected delegates from at least 25 will 
be present this year. Banquets, busi- 
ness meetings and receptions will be held 
at the Jefferson Hotel. 


Influentiai Men Approve 
The Grand Interfraternity Pocncil was 


formed Feb. 27, 1909, to promote the use- 
fulness of preparatory and high school 
fraternities; to place before the public 
the objects of these organizations and 
tc create a body by which grievances 
can be settled. 

Sprague, who is making arrangements 
for the St. Louis meeting, says: ‘‘The 
question of the high school fraternity 
has become very prominent in educa- 
tional circles. The Interfraternity Coun- 


‘cil has the approval and support of many 


influential men. 

“We do not hesitate to admit indis- 
cretions by some chapters of fraterni- 
ties. It is said that initiatidns into 
fraternities have been unnecessarily 
foolish, undignified and sometimes cruel. 
These things have done much to place 
fraternities in a questionable light. 
“That the fraternity breeds snobbery 
is another point criticised. Congenial 
companionship is misinterpreted. You’ll 
tind snobs in some of the greatest fra- 
ternal organizations in the world. 


Fraternity House Misused. 
“It is said that the fraternity house 


is misused. That such, conditions have 
existed is admitted. Since the coming 
into life of the. Grand Interfraternity 
Council, these conditions have been over- 
come and have, I believe, passed from 
existence forever. 

‘The fraternity should not be con- 
sidered: apart from the school, but a 
part of the school. The true fraternity 
man must be a loyal scholar. With the 
co-operation of the faculty and the fra- 
ternity to a greater extent results could 
be realized for the benefit of them and 
the school. Many difficulties could be 
overcome ‘and a greater work accom- 
plished. We are going to try to bring 
about better conditions through action 
to be taken at the St. Louis convention.

While his basis for the rate has 
not. yet been established, for want of 
figures respecting the probable tax 
collections, Comptroller Taussig has 
proceeded far enough to -warrant, his 
belief that no raise over last year’s 
levy will be necessary. 

If the Board of Education, which 
for several years has been spending 
several hundred thousand dollars ap- 
nually in building and remodeling 
schools, would consent to waive its 
right to a levy of 60 cents per $100 
of valuation—the maximum permitted 
by law-—there would be no doubt 
about the city’s ability to get along 
with the present rate.

Epidemic Is Worst in City’s His- 
tory, 637 Cases for Week of 
March 4. 


DISEASE A+ DEADLY ONE 


Health Commissioner 
Points Out Dangers From 
Complications. 


The worst epidemic of measles St. 
Louis has experienced is on the wane. 

From an average of 150 cases a we2k 
at the beginning of the present schovl 
year, the total grew to 687 cases in the 
seven days ending March 4. From that 
time until yesterday there has been 2 
slow but steady decrease in the number 
of sufferers. There were 350 cases un- 
der the Health Department’s observa- 
tion last week. Of these three ended 
fatally. 

Dr. G. A. Jordan, Assistant Heaith 
Commissioner, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday that in addition to be- 
ing the most .contagious of diseases, 
measles is also among the most deadly. 

“Deaths charged directly to measles 
are few, but when it is remembered that 
it nearly always involves the lungs, 
bronchial passages and the kidneys, its 
importance as a factor in the citys 
mortality will be understood. 
Pneumonia a Frequent Accompani- 


ment, 

“Pneumonia is a frequent accompan!- 
ment of measles. So,. also, are bron- 
chitis and acute kidney disorders. When 
one of these diseases causes death. 
measles, of course, is not mentioned, 
but it is the primary cause. In infau.ts 
and in old persons measles’ almost in- 
variably terminates ‘fatally because of 
the complications I have. mentioned. 

“There is no. practical preventive 
against measles.. Contact with the per- 
son who has the disease communicates it 
but that is not the only means of con- 
tagion. Breathing the same atmosphere 
in which a measles patient is confined 
will cause a perfectly healthy person tv 
contract-the ailment. 

“Since there is little or no safeguard 
against contracting measles, every pre- 
caution should be taken to treat the dis- 
éase properly and- constantly from the 
moment of its appearance until it has 
been cured. Mothers are likely to dis- 
count the gravity of the disease and un- 
dertake its treatment for their children 
without help or advice from a phys- 
ician. Then, when the temperature has 
mounted and the mucus membranes are 
inflamed and the air passages congested, 
the disease has made such progress that, 
cure is ,doubtful. 

“The palliative treatment is the one 
to which’ physicians resort—since in the 
absence. of any specific remedy none 
other is available. This method is one 
cof combatting and if possible éliminat- 
ing the symptoms as they arise. 


Epidemic of German Type. 
“Most of the cases of measles we 


have had+in St. Louis have been of the 
type known as German measles. In a 
sense this variety ils mild anl nearly 
innocuous. That is to say, if prompt 
treatment and good care are given from 
the beginning, there is little danger. But 
from the very mildness of the first at- 
tack, this form of measles is likely to 
be neglected until some other condition 
is superinduced. 

“Rubeola. another and severer form of 
measles, has not been common in St. 
Louls. The mortality has not been high 
because the treatment was generally 
compelled by the severity of the first 
symptoms.”’ 

Dr. Jordan says he cannot account for 
the increase in the number of cases of 
metsles in the last three years. Its 
spread, he believes, has been assisted by 
the picture shows in all parts of the 
city. These are favorite places of amuse- 
ment among children and can be visited 
even by children who are suffering with 
the disease as the schools, which are 
under medical supervision, camnot be.

Factory girls in St. Louis, under the 
oirection of the Women’s Trades Union 
League, are making an investigation of 
conditions of factories in respect to fire 
prevention, and to safeguards adopted 
by employers to en2ble workers to 
safely leave buildings in case of fire. 

Plans for the investigation were be- 
gun soon after the New York factory 
fire in which 140. employes lost their 
lives. ‘Phe work was hastened by the 
factory fire on. Washington avenue 
April 14, when one man was killed. 

The investigation was placed under 
the direct charge of Miss Mary E. 
Lulkley of 5906A Clemens avenue, 
advised with an architect as to the 
proper condition of factory buildings. 
A list of questions was then compiled 
and furnished to trustworthy girls in 
all factories employing organized wom- 
en.

If a building is without escapes I can 
order them ‘put on, but it rests with 
the Building Commissioner to say 
whether one or more is needed. 

3 , But One Factory Obstinate, 

“There is only one factory: that: has 
failed to comply with my order. About 
eight months ago I reported a clothing 
factory just outside the downtown dis- 
trict. There is one stairway escape, and 
one ladder escape. On an upper floor 
174 girls are employed. I considered 
the ladder escape. practically worth- 
less and ordered another stair escape 
placed on the building. I have report- 
ed the building several times since, but 
the escape has never been added.’ 

“The Building Commissioner may not 
consider it necessary. 

“There. are several buildings down 
near the river which I consider dan- 
gérous. They are old buildings which 
in the last few years have been convert- 
ed into factories. The building laws 
would not permit their erection now for 
factory ‘purposes, but there is prac- 
tically nothing we can do about them. 

“IT eonsider conditions generally in 
St. Louis to be very good. There is very 
little danger of any great loss of life, 
though in case of a panic among women 
at the time of a fire, there might be 
lives lost in some factories. 

-“We generally consider the spiral fire 
escape to be little better than none at 
all, but the one on the Washington 
evenue building which burned two weeks 
ago answered the purpose and the em- 
ployes escaped by it.”

Resolution in City Council Au- 
thorizes Committee to Investi- 
gate Handling of It. 

11 LIVES LOST IN YEAR 
Gasoline Tank Car Explosions 
in St. Louis Also Cause $250,- 
000 Property Loss. 





Legislation regulating the handling of 
gasoline arid explosive oils in St. Louis 
is expected to result from the resol- 
tion -introduced in the City Council last 
week by Dr. Edward E. Randall. The 
resolution authorizes the creation of a 
committee of three to investigate condi- 
tions under which the gasoline business 
is conducted and to recommend regula- 
tory legislation. 

Eleven lives have been lost [Mm St. 
Bouis and $250,000 worth of property de- 
stroyed in the last year by gasoline 
tank car explosions. A car of gasoline 
in the Gratiot street yards of the Wa- 
ters Pierce Oil Co. exploded last Au- 
gust, under exactly the same conditions 
as the Bell Oil Co. explosion yesterday 
a week ago, killing four persons and 
setting the yards on fire. 

Since the accident the Waters Pierce 
company has abandoned the. method of 
handling gasoline in carload quantities. 
All of its gasoline is packed in fron 
barrels of 5, 10, 20, 30 and 60 gallon ca- 
pacity. The dangers of explosion are 
‘educed to a minimum by handling the 
gasoline in the original package, accord- 
ing to Waters Pierce officials. 


Investigated Bell Explosion. 
The American Railroad Asso¢iation’s 


Bureau of, Explosives is also trying tv 
find safer methods for shipping gaso- 
line. C. G. Baldwin, the St. Louis in- 
spector for the company, investigaied 
the Bell Oil Co. explosion and reported 
the facts to the headquarters of the as- 
sociation in New York. 

Baldwin said the railroads were tiyv- 
ing to devise safe methods of shipping 
not only gapline but all other ex7!o- 
sives. They have inspectors in all parts 
of the country investigating conditiors 
and suggesting remedies. 

“The gasoline in the car that exploded 
on the railroad tracks in North St. 
Louis was «f very high specific gravi- 
ty,’’ said Baidwin to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. ‘‘It was petroleum gasoline, Be- 
cause of the high specific gravity it was 
very volatile, vaporizing rapidly. The 
heat of the sun on the car, as it stood 
on the rai!road tracks, was probably 
sufficient tou cause a considerable ex- 
pansion. Gasoline can be handled in 
bulk safely ‘enough, if proper precau- 
tions are teken. When a car is ‘sing- 
ing,’ its temperature should be reduced 
before an aciempt is made to unload the 
gasoline.”’ 

It was testified at the inquest that 
the safety valve on the car was out of 
order, failing to let the excess gas 
escape. 

Fumes Carry 450 Feet. 

In the Waters-Pierce explosion the 
fumes of the gasoline were carried en- 
tirely across the railroad tracks, a dis- 
tance of 40 feet. There they came in 
contact with a spark of fire, and flashed 
back to the tank car, from which the 
gasoline was spouting. 

The big oil companies, which have had 
to fight many damage suits on account 
of gasoline explosions, would welcome 
remedial ‘eyislation, it is said. They 
realize that the oil is too dangerous to 
be handled in tank cars, and believe 
that it should be shipped in small iron 
barrels.

ROGERS, Ark., April 29.—Mrs. Cc. H. 
Rogers of “‘Quality Hill’’ is looked on 
by women friends as something of a 
heroine because she caught a ferret In 
her hands and killed it after the little 
animal had killed 10 of her young chick- 
ens, 

Aroused at night during a severé storm 
by a noise in her chicken house, Mrs. 
Rogers ran out in the rain and by a 
flash of lightning saw the dead chick- 
ens. In a corner of the henhouse she 
heard what she supposed was a cat and 
grabbed it. Carrying the anjmal by its 
hind legs, she ran into the house and 
made a light by which she saw she had 
something she didn’t know the name of. 
She had never seen a ferret before and 
without waiting to learn what it was, 
she killed the destroyer of her chickens.

“DYNAMITE DEVIL 
OF INSURREGTOS 


Picture Proves Oscar Creighton 
Killed in Mexico, Was $10,- 
000 Defaulter From Boston. 





EL PASO, Tex., April 299.—Oscar G. 
Creighton, “dynamite devil’ of the insur- 
recto army killed in the battle or Bauche 
at the opening of the present mov ement 
against Juarez, has been identified by 
officials of the Massachusetts Bonding 
and Insurance Co. of Boston, as Oscar 
M. Wheelock, former employe of that 
company. A nation-wide search was be- 
ing made for Wheelock when a picture 
of Creighton turned up in the office 
of the company at Boston. The officials 
stopped the search, declaring that 
Creighton was the missing man. 

Creighton was one of the most daring 
men in the insurrecto army and one. ot 
Madero’s most trusted aids. Madero 
named him chief of scouts and sent him 
out in command of the dynamite squad. 
He wrecked every bridge between 
Juarez and Chihuahua on the Mexico 
Northeastern Railroad and he did some 
of his work under the very noses of 
the officials in Juarez. * 

-On one occasion he rode within five 
miles of the Juarez police station and 
garrison on @ special train which he 
permitted to g0 south with some land 
seekers and, then leaving the train, 
dy namited a bridge within sight of the 
city. 

Cheighton returned to join the Madero 
army after his escapade and. in 
his old position of chief of scouts, led 
the first men who began to surround 
Juarez. He was shot through the head 
and killed in a battle with Federal sol- 
diers on reconnoitering duty. 

According to the Boston officials, 
Wheelock not ‘only absconded' with 
$10,000 of the company’s money in Boston, 
but went to Butte, Mont., 
got away with a sum of money from 
a packing company. He is also said 
to have married there. He left Butte a 
short time before “Creighton” appeared 
with the insurrectos.

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Rain Breaks Through Skylight 
East St, Louis. 

The rainfall was so heavy in Hast St. 
Louis that it bréke out several panes 
cf glass from the skylight in the Ar- 
cade Building, and the water, rushing 
through, flooded, several offices. The 
damage was not great.

Her screams attracted the atten- 
tion of. Henninger, who just at that 
moment was staggering from the 
barn to the. house. He had been 
Stunned end dazed by a shock from 
an clectric light bulb button when ne 
attempted to turn on the light in the 
barn. He hastened to the house ana 
into the bascment. He found his wife 
had suffered a shock. and that her 
body was .burned by electricity from 
a drop wire in the basement. 

Mrs. Henninger and her husband had 
suffered shocks almost simultaneously 
when they had turned on the lights. 

The room in which Mrs. 
was killed is 5x6 feet. In it were two 
incubators. Mrs. Henninger 
several trips to the basement during 
the morning, and had taken several 
chickens from the small incubator. 

The basement is reached by a short 
flight of steep stairs leading from a trap 
door in the floor of the kitchen. At 
the foot of the steps is a depr in a 
partition separating the incubator room 
from the remainder of the basement. 

The drop wire was about eight feet 
long, and could be carried to all parts 
ot the room. If permitted to extend to 
the floor the bulb and two feet of wire 
lay on the floor. It was the. custom 
of Mrs. Henninger to place the bulb on 
one of the incubators.

Mrs. Henninger at 11 a. m. yesterday 
noticed that a mulberry tree six feet 
from the kitchen door was burning, 
where the electric light wire leading 
to the house came in contact with 
the branches, and called her husband's 
attention to it.

LAREDO, Tex., April 29.—A dispatch 
received today from Chihuahua, report- 
ing the movement of 1000 Mexican Fed- 
eral troops toward! Juarez, bears the 
date of April 2%, and was delayed four 
days in transmission. 


Owing to inadequate means of trans- 
mitting news in Mexico, due to disar- 
ranged telegraph service and interrupt- 
ec. train schedules, reliable news of the 
armistice probably did not reach Chi- 
huahua until a later date than the dis- 
patch bears. It ts, therefore, not im- 
probable that a forward movement of 
Federal troops, even if ordered, as indi- 
cated by Chihuahua @avices, has been 
countermanded. 

In event of the troops having started 
for Juarez, they might not be heard 
from for many days.’ Train. service 
would. be slow, and an overland march 
would require at least nine days.

“It makes no difference in what di- 
rection they were sent,” said Madero, 
“even if it were to a point outside the 
quadrilateral covered by the truce. Chi- 
huahua itself is within the quadrilateral, 
and there can be no military movements 
to or from that city, under the terms of 
the armistice.”

DROP HER SUNT 


Lawyer Hilton Weeps as He 
Likens Himself to King 
Lear of Old. 


$500,000°. IN 


Mrs. Hilton, Who Was 
band’s Eyes for Years, Wants 
Her Share of: Estate. 


Comparing his lot to that of King 
Lear, Manetho Hilton, gray-haired and 
sightless, grieved in his room at the 
Berlin Hotel last night and told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter how §his wife, just 
half as old as he,-had left him and 
filed suit for divorce, taking their four 
children with her. 

Hilton is 72 year's old, and is account-| 
ed wealthy. His wife says in her pe- 
tition that he is worth more than $600,- 
000. He says that she found him in the 
way because he was blind, and gired of 
being his eyes. She-used to read law 
aloud to him, and help him prepare 
his cases. In telling how much he 
missed his children, and how it hu- 
miliated him to rely on the kindness of 
strangers~and the hotel attendants for 
guidance about the building, the aged 
lawyer frequently burst into tears, and 


begged indulgence until he could regain 


control of himself. 

Mrs. Hilton left him Friday. 

“Last Thursday evening,” said Hilton, 
she was especially solititous about me. 
We had dinner together, and then she 
read the newspapers to me, and talked 
to. me until I was ready to retire. Fri- 
day morning she took breakfast with 
me—a thing she seldom did, and. we 
talked over a trip we were planning to 
Europe. I was dumfounded when the 
papers’ in her suit for divorce were 
served On me Friday afternoon in my 
office in the Central National Bank 
Building. 

Begs for Children. 

“I hope this case never will come to 
trial. For the sake of the children I 
long for a reconciliation. I have a 
daughter 20 years old, but it is the 
younger children whose fate particular- 
ly concerns we. Ruth is 13 years old, 
and Randolph is 10, and Cecil is 8, and 
Grace 2. I want to spare them any 
breath of scandal. I do not want it said 
when they are grown that their parents 
were divorced. 

“For six years I have been willing 
to bear anything for the sake of our 
Children, and I knew that she must get 
impatient with me on account of my 
bilndness. In the children’s presence 
she made fun of me, and I felt that she 
Was teaching them to dislike me. She 
has been suffering from nervous indi- 
gestion, and I think that is partly the 
trouble. 

“We could not agree about the edu- 
cation of the children. She wanted to 
have the sole voice in that, and I felt 
that I was entitled ta some control. I 
employed private tutors for them at 
my country home in Glendale, and she 
objected to that. I did it only because 
il was ambitious for their future. 

Hoped to Live Abroad, 

“It was in order to educate the chil- 
dren better that:I wanted to go abroad, 
and it was my intention if we liked it 
to live there. She objected at first, but 
six months ago she gave her consent 
and bought alot of clothes for herself 
and the children. That was the trip 
we were discussing just before she left 
me."” 

Hilton was stricken blind 16 years ago 
while he was talking business in his 
office. The cause has not been satis- 
factorily established. 

Mrs. Hilton complained, in her suit 
for divorce, that her husband was pe- 
nurious, and did not permit her. and 
the children to enjoy social pleasures, 
although they were amply abie finan- 
cially to bear such anh expense. 

She made Miss Anna M. Hilton, sis- 
ter of the lawyer, a defendant, on the 
ground that she had transferred to Hil- 
ton, as trustee, $500,000 worth of prop- 
erty already rightfully his. She asks 
that the property be adjudged his, and 
that she receive her share of it. 

The Hiltons were first married Aug. 
23, 1889, in New York. Mrs. Hilton, in 
her petition, says that: soon afterward 
her husband told her that on account of 
a technicality in his first wife’s divorce, 
the second marriage was illegal. They 
separaited, she says, and remained apart 
nine years, until they were remarried 
Jan. 29, 1898, in Peoria, Ill. 

Charges Cruelty. 

“Hilton was cruel and¢abusive to her, 
she charges, and she says he terrified 
their children. He did not want her to 
have anything to do with the cdntrol 
of the children, she complains. 

Mrs. Hilton says she aided her hus- 
band by reading to him and acting as 
bookkeeper at his home and at the of- 
fice, and that she superintended the

LONDON, April 29.—In the death of 
Charles Wertheimer, which occurred 
this week following an operation, art 
collectors have lost one of their mogt 
valuable agents. He amassed a fortune 
estimated at $10,000,000, which he earned 
by a Judgment as unherring that rich 
patrons were glad to’pay him hand- 
somely to equip their gaNeries. . 

He inherited from his father, jointly 
with his brother Asher, a shop famous 
for its antiques, in Bond street, but the 
brothers parted, Asher retaining the 
shop and Charles arranging to have cli- 
ents call at his own home. 

J. Pierpont Morgan called there’ often 
when he came to London. Wertheimer 
probably executed for him as many com- 
missions as any other agent in Europe. 

Mr. Morgan’s purchases and those of 
others from his private collection are 
said to have amoufited to $2,500,000. 

Among the--paintings that he prized 
most and could never be induced to sel! 
was one by Sargent that got the name 
“Which Is Which?’ at a Royal Acad- 
emy exhibition. It was a portrait of 
Wertheimer and his pet poodle, and 
the name was prompted by the startling 
likeness of master and beast. | 

It ig related of Charles Wertheimer 
that, seeing a Chinese vase he believed 
to be valuable while passing a house in 
Brighton, he bought the house and its 
contents fer $90,000. Afterward he sold 
the vase for $175,000. 

One ofthe treasures that he greatly 
prized is a Rospigliosi gold and enam- 
eled cup, @ veritable work of Benvenuto 
Cellini, for which he refused $250,000, 
offered by J. Pierpont Morgan.” 

He bought for $81,375 at one of Chris- 
tie's sales a gold and crystal Biberon 
which he sold at a fine profit to Baron’ 
| Schroder. The purchase made one of the 
sensations of the year in the art world. 
' When the Schroder collection was sold 
he rebought the Biberon for $50,000. It 
remains among his effects

‘ INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 29.—Four 


‘fast cars have been added to the flying 


‘tield which will start next Memorial day 
in the 600-mile international sweep- 
stakes race at the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway since April 1. Caleb Bragg, the 
Cincinnati millionaire, will pilot a mon- 
ster Fiat, becoming the teammate of 
David Bruce-Brown, the millionaire driv- 
er from New York. 

Bruce-Brown will have a larger car 
than Bragg, but the slight youth who 
conquered Oldfield and other great driv- 
ers during the past two seasons, knows 
how to get every inch of speed from 
his motor and is figured as one of the 
favored contenders in the race. The 
car which he will. drive wil have 5.1 
inch stroké and 5% inch bore, with 487 
cubic Inches of piston displacement.

PHILADELFHIA, Apri! 29.—Eve was 
proclaimed the original .suffragette. in 
an address delivered. here before the 
American Philosophical Society by Dr. 
Paul Hapt, professor of Semitic lan- 
guages in Johns Hopkins University. 

This distinction for Eve was claimed

The Right Rev. Daniel. S. Tuttle of St. Louis, 
Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal. Church in 
Missouri, declared to the Post-Dispatch that there 
was no need for any change in the Decalogue. ‘It 
bas been in use in its present form in our church 
for the last 300 years and I would oppose any 
move to abridge it,” he s@id. 

Bishop David H. Greer of the Episcopal 
Diocese of New York, said: “Such a change as 
proposed in the Ten Commandments is not de- 
sired here.” 

“The Signs of the Times” denounced Bishop 
Williams and the other bishops who: would short- 
en the Decalogue as “emissarieS of the devil.’ It 
said editorially: 

“How well the prince of demons has accom- 
plished his task among the lovers of,sin and 
Ceath! But the saddest of all is that he, the 
devil, is finding his strongest spokesmen, teach- 
ers, heralds, apostles among the professed chil- 
dren of the living God who creates. The hy-

No, I do not know if I 
killed anybody; I hope not. Yes, I shot all the 
bullets I had, and-I shot at the soldiers. They 
were shooting at our people. They shot right 
at my father. I saw them. 

“T have seen pictures of battles, but they were 
not real. Our men hid in the houses and laid 
down ,in the irrigation ditches where the water 
had been running into the fields. The bullets fell 
about us, but we could not see soldiers. They 
were hiding, too. Sometimes their cannons would 
shoot among us, and then it would be terrible. 
The bullets from the cannons tore great holes in 
the church; one of them made the old bell ring. 
It sounded as if the priest was calling us to cease 


fighting.

| EGYPTIAN BELIEF IN RESURRECTION 





The Egyptians believed, as is related in the 
“Book of the Dead” (a sort of celestial Baedeker 
placed as a guide inside the wrappings of mum- 
mies), that the soul, after dissolution, followed 
the setting sun and underwent combats with 


‘monstrous serpents and malignant demons. It 


explored the perils of Amenti, the Egyptian 


‘Hades, crossed the River of Hell in the boat of the 


Sun God and reappeared at last from the east 
with the rising sun to reclaim its body. Should 
this have been lost, its shade would suffer a sec- 
ond death, the final one of annihilation. 

To avert that terrible doom, the most solemn 
and laborious precautions were taken. Two of 
the Pharaohs, in their superhuman egotism, im- 
pressed the entire working population of the 
country and even the priests to build them im- 
pregnable tombs—the First and Second Pyramids. 
Their openings, by means of secret flagstones, 
were concealed by every artifice known to the 
stonemason, whose work was as fine as that cf 
a watchmaker. 

As a consequence of their theological beliefs, 
the Egyptians, desp'te the labors which the spirit 
must suffer after leaving its bedy, had little of 
the modern dread of death, which they, like 
Cato, regarded as a refuge from the toils and 
hardships of life.

Despite embalming, which protected the body 
from decay, it was liable to external damage. An 
enemy, by destroying it, could inflict upon bis 


victim, it was believed, a revenge more atrocious 
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of a Woman With a Bank Check 


than murder. Ghouls might steal a mummy 
away for the sake of the jewels with which it was 
enriched. Therefore, a belief gradually arose that 
a lifelike statue of the dead eould act as a substi- 
tute for his body in the resurrection. This con- 
viction accounts for the essentially photographic 
character of Egyptian sculpture. 

Those who could afford it caused dozens of 
sculptured similitudes of themselves to be hidden 
in their tombs, so that even if many of them 
were lost, the spirit would still be certain of 
finding a bodily house. The statues of the poor 
were rudely shaped from wood, but the simulacra 
of the rich were carved from the most enduring 
stones and slates. All these funerary images, 
save in the one instance now brought to light, 
were made’ in the form of the human body. 

Chephren alone, one of the most imperial des- 
pots that ever oppressed mankind, was so over- 
weening as to hope that he might be resurrected 
as a god. It is true that he built the Second 
Pyramid as a sepulcher for his embalmed body, 
and that eight of his statues in human form have 
teen found in the Temple of the Sphinx. But 
nearer the dawn than any other structure on the 
Plateau of Ghizeh he sect the Great Sphinx, its 
face an elaborately carved portrait of himself, 
but its’ body, 63 feet high and 150 feet long, that 
of the lion, which typifjed “the strength of the 
Sun God.” Chephren’s shade, on reaching the 
funeral plain, would first encounter an oppor- 
tunity to house itself for eternity in the form 


of a divinity.

The monarch’s biasphemous presumption, as it 
would be regarded today, was probably justifi-d 
by the mighty station to which he attained.

CHEPHREN’S DIVINE EGOTISM 





Hence, it is learned from the monuments, 
Chephren grew to believe himself a deity, as did 
Alexander the Great. He affected the divine 
goatee of the god Osiris, while all other men in 
Lion heads dec- 
orated the arms of his throne, and lion claws 
formed its feet. A carved sparrow-hawk, perched 
on the back of the throne, spread the canopy of 
its wings over his head. He adopted as his own 
the celestial attributes of the hawk and the lion, 
which were sacred to the Sun God. 

At last, he appears to have identified himself 
completely with the god Horus, one manifestation 
of the deity of the sun. In the inscriptions the 
Pharaoh describes himself baldly as “Horus, God 
of the Heart,” “the good Horus’”’ and “Conquering 
Horus.” In his excess he also seo the prefix 
“Khem,” with the intention, says’ Rawlinson, of 
attaching to himself another divine name and 
claiming to bé an incarnation of the god Khem, 
no less than the god Horus. 

Prior to Dr. Reisner, Egyptologists had a theory 
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that so many’ women persisted in carrying their 
money hidden away and they had to have se- 
clusion far from the madding crowd wfWen 
they deposit or extracted funds from their own 
particular purses.

that the Sphinx was a statue of Horus, but were 
stumped by the fact that this deity was habitually 
delineated with the head of a hawk. Prof. James 
Henry, Breasted of Chicago University came near 
the truth three years ago when he wrote: 

“The Great Sphinx is the portrait of a Pharaoh, 
and an obscure reference to Chephren in an in- 
scription between its forepaws perhaps shows 
that he was considered to have something to do 
with it.” 

The inscription was carved in 1450 B. C. by 
King Tethutimes IV, who recorded that he had 
cleared the Sphinx of the sands in which even 
then it had become buried. 

Other facts had préviously connected’ the 
Sphinx with Chephren, leading to a belief that he 
erected it. In the Temple of the Sphinx, 50 feet 
from the forepaws of the colossus, were found 
eight statues of the Pharaoh, which had suffered 
the insult of being flung head first into a deep 
well. It is surmised thaf the sacrilege was an 
ebullition of the popular hatred which Chephren 
incurred through the vast works by which he en- 
slaved the people. 

From the Sphinx to the Second Pyramid, which 
Chephren is known to have built, is a distance of 
only 200 feet. Between them is a second temple, 
in which relics of the ruler were also found. The 
four structures, recent excavations show, were 
criginally parts of one great work, inclosed in a 
wall and connected by those ponderous cause- 
ways of solid stone which Herodotus -considered 
not much ififerior to the pyramids themselves. 

From these facts Dr. Reisner formed the opin- 
ion that the face of the Sphinx was a portrait of 
Chephren. In proof of the theory he made a 
comparative study of the countenance of the 
Pharaoh as delineated in his authentic statues and 
the mutilated visage of the Sphinx. 
the identification through his discovery of won-

HOW THE SPHINX WAS IDENTIFIED a 


It had been argued by other scholars that both 
the Sphinx and the statues of Chephren were. 
made many years, probably centuries, after his 
death, and that their resemblance might be due 
to the possibility that the one was a facial copy 
from the others. It was declared that the work- 





manship was too finished for the primitive age z 


of the Fourth Dynasty. 

These objections Dr. Reisner believes he has ° 
set at rest by the slate statue of Mycerinns, 
which he holds was indubitably carved about tbe 


t'me of the erection of the pyramids. This imace@ 


displays all the elaborate finish of the Chephren 
statues and bears the same headdress, or wig, 
which surmounts the figure of the Sphinx. From 
this fact the Harvard savant holds that the colos- 
sus was a contemporaneous portrait of: Chephren. 
For motives of hygiene, which was an article 
of religion, the Egyptian men shaved their heads. 
which they protected from the sun’ with wigs of 
false hair or linen. The kings of the Fou th 
Dynasty affected headdresses of linen, wiapped 
about their foreheads and permitted to falf at. 
the sides in lappets, which were richly pleated 
and stiff with starch. The lappets of the Sphinx’s 





wig were shot away by thé Mamelukes. 4 


Chephren’s indecorous presumption in picturing 
himself as the Sun God may be by 
Rawlinson’s supposition that he was not only a 
parvenu on the throne, but something.of a faker. — 

“It does not appear from the monumests,” says 
the historian, “that Chephren was in any Way 
related to Cheops or had_in his veins any royal 
blood. He married the daughter of Cheops, Meri- 
e-ankh. It is thought not improbable that he 
ruled in her right rather than in his own. 

“He gave to his pyramid the name of ‘The Prin- 
cipal, and, although the inferiority of its actual 
dimensions has caused it in modern times to re- 
ceive the appellation of ‘The Second,’ it is quite 
possible that he intended to deceive His subjects 
into the belief that it was a vaster edifice than 
that of Cheops, by which he placed it.

THE RIDDLE OF THE SPHINX: 

The Egyptian Sphinx has been confused ul 
the Greek Sphinx, which was probably 
from it. The Hellenic Sphinx had a woman's. 
head, the body of a lion, the wings of an eagle 
and the tall of a serpent. The very name 
“Sphinx” is Greek and means “‘throttler.” . 

In Greek mythology it was related that Juno 
sent a Sphinx to ravage the lands of the Thebans. 
The monster, who had been instructed in riddles 
by the Muses, stationed herself in a mountain 
pass and propounded a riddle to all-comers. Ac- 
cording to some, the riddle was: 

“What is that which has one voice, is four- 
footed, two-footed and at last three-footed?” 
Others said it was phrased thus: 

“What anima] is that which: goes on four feet 
in the morning, on two at noon and on three in 
the evening?” 

Edipus volunteered to rid the city of its afflic- 
tion, and its kingship was promised to him. if he 
succeeded. He answered to the Sphinx that the 
animal of the riddle is man, who crawls on all 
fours in infancy, walks erect in manhood, and 
supports his tottering steps with a cane in tb 
evening of life. Such was the monster's char 
that she cast herself down the precipice wi 
she had thrown all who failed to solve her | 
dle, and perished. _

HE economic value of a back lot in the struggle for existence in cittes ts 


just beginning to be known. 


Of course men have had vegetable gardens 


an their back yards for many years, but only in exceptional cases have 


they been a success. There is a reason. 


Back yard gardening is as much a farming proposition as the cultivation of 40 
acres, except that it is on a smaller scale, and requires a neater hand, greater persistence 
and a closer knowledge of vegetable gratin g than 1s required in penne and harvest- 


ing the coarse crops. 


Dr. 8. A. Knapp, chief of the co-operative demonstration office én the Dierks 
ment of Agriculture, has sent experts to several cities to teach the people how to make 
back yard garden vegetables reduce the price of living. He says that if the people 
generally will become interested in growing their vegetables at home -the cost of kving 


in this country eventually will be reduced by 


$600,000,000 a@ year. 


To make a garden that really will grow sufficient esculent plants for a ‘family 
of growing children tt ts necessary to build up a good soil, then choose the right sorts 
of vegetables and grow certain of them successively throughout the season, but it is 
also necessary to leave out a great many sorts of vegetables which never can be suc- 
cessfully grown on a city back yard lot, but which the amateur gardener generally in- 


sists. on planting. 


+ + 


HE average city lot is 
about thirty-five feet 
wide and on it any 
intelligent man with 
fairly good health and 
a little leisure for out- 
door work night and 
morning can  main- 
tain a garden that will 
furnish a family of 
five or six persons 
with all the fresh 
esculent plants they 
require, and a small 

- surplus for canning. 

It is no all work foma man either, for in the 
garden which I propose much of the work may 
be done by the woman ofthe house, to her ad- 
vantage in@he way of health, or by the small boy 
of the family. The garden for ‘a city back yard 
should be reduced to the simplest form, and only 
vegetables that are dependable and do not re- 
quire expert attention should be attempted. 

Amateur gardeners are prone to experiment 
with new varieties of vegetables. which have not 
been thoroughly tested by time, or which may not 
be at all adapted to this climate. Some of them 
originate in the South, others in’ the Bast, and 
when they are planted here they do not thrive. 
This results in discouragement, and a consequent 
loss of interest in the garden. 

There are vegetables which should never be 
attempted by the amateur who rents his back- 
yard garden. They are celery, eggplant, cauli- 
flower and asparagus, all of which take expert 
knowledge of gardening to make them a success, 
and the latter requires several years of growth 
atid attention before it can be cut. | 

A 36-foot city lot usually has a 5-foot granitoid 
walk down the center of it. This leaves a gard- 
ening plot of 30 feet wide I would advise that 
it be not longer than 40 feet. This, after deduct- 


& + 


ing space for paths between the beds, will give 
about 1000 square feet for cultivation. 

A garden of this area, carefully planted and 
cared for, will give the family enough of the 
staple vegetables. In planning it I have excepted 
potatoes, which are properly a field vegeiable; 
green corn, for which there will not be sufficient 
space and which will get ripe when it is so cheap 
in the markets as not to be worth the space it 
would take in our little garden, and such vege- 
tables as asparagus, which takes dt least three 
years to come into bearing; cucumbers, spinach, 
melons, and winter vegetables, such as late cab- 
bage, turnips, cs Ea etc. I do not advocate 
the planting of such delicate vegetables as caul§- 
flower, which takes a master hand to raise, or 
egg plants. | ’ 

These are the vegetables that should be plant- 
ed: Beets, beans, carrots, salsify, onions, kohl- 
rabi, early cabbage, peas, tomatoes, lettuce, rad- 
ishes, ahd rhubarb and horseradish and mint. 
The lagt three in permanent beds, for they are 
perennials. Plant also a small bed for parsley 
and chives, which all Housewives delight to grow 
for garnishing and flavoring.

ashes, tin cans, sticks and stones have become 
buried in the soil. In and about St. Louis 
there is much clay subsoil, whick is not 
ideal for growing plants. I would recommend 
that the gardener begin by making a thoroughly 
good soil, the richer the better for growing vege- 
tables. If he owns his home he will continue 
year by year fertilizing and cultivating it until 
he gets a soil in which vegetables and flowers 
delight to grow. 


Mark the boundaries of your garden and then 
spade it thefoughly to the depth of about a foot.

Now get to work with spade or hoe and mix 
thoroughly the clay, loam and manure, carefully 
breaking up al] the clods. The soil to be in 
really good «working order should be fine, not 
too moist and not dusty.

It is not 
likely there will.be any more se*ere frosts, but 
if frost is predicted by the Weather Bureau, 
be sure to cover the young plants of tomatoes 
or beans with newspapers or cloth before dark, 
and take the covering off only when the sun 
comes out the next morning: 


Tomato and early cabbage plants may be raised 
either in the house or bought of a gardener. who 
has started them in his hot beds. If you plant 
the cabbage seed yourself I recommend any of 
the following varieties: Early Jersey Wakefield, 
Charleston Wakefield, and Early ‘Spring. I do 
not reconfmend planting late cabbage. They 
are not worth -while in the limited area of a 
back yard garden. The tomatoes I prefer for 
this sort of garden are the Dwarf Champion 
variety. e 


I wouid like to interject a word of warning 
here to the amateur seed buyer. ‘Do not let your- 
self be carried away with descriptions and illus- 
trations of the new varieties of vegetables. You 
cannot afford to experiment in your little gar- 
den, which is all for practical things. Let the 
fellows with acres to spare do the experimenting 
if they wish. I have found it best for the am- 
ateur to stick to the old friends until he knows 
better. ‘ 

In laying out the back yard garden I have 
devoted a space of 6x15 feet to cabbages. This 
should: be enough for early cabbages, and as 
soon as they are out of the way the soi] should 
be spaded and worked for a planting of late 
beans. To the tomatoes I have allotted a space of 
7x15 feet. This will hold about a dozen plants, 
which; if carefully cultivated, should furnish 
enough fruit for the family, for they are prolific 
plants.

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XH OF SWEDEN A WOMAN? 


WAS CHARLES 


ISTORIANS have tried to prove that Queen. 


k Elizabeth was a man, to explain the tate 
, of the lost Dauphin, to discover the iden- 
tity of the Man in the Iron Mask, and now it is 
the sex of Charles XII, one of the foremost war- 
riors and generals in history, that is called in 
yuestion. 
Ernest Aurell, a former instructor in the Uni- 
ersity of Stockholm, who is now living in New 
wk City, has made an exhaustive study of the 
e of the famous monarch, and has gathered to- 
tther data which he believes are sufficient to 
‘ove that Charles XII was a woman. 
Mr. Aurell began this research work several 
-ears/ ago, when a commission appointed by. the 
Swedish Government opened the graves of 


Charles XII and Gustavus Adolphus. There has 


been a controversy as to the manner in which 
Charlies met his death, some declaring that he 
‘was assassinated, others that he was killed by a 
random shot. More than 200 books agd pam- 
phiets have been published on the subject, and 
“lee, once shortly after his death, and again in 
the Swedish Government ordered a formal 

it to determine the manner of his death. 

¥ years ago, when his body was exhumed 

he third time, and a careful examination 
<2 was discovered, according to wo that 
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body was that of the remarkable person known 
to history as Charles XII. 


While none of the histories of the life of 
Charles XII even questions that he was of the 
male sex, Aurell points out that all historians 
agree on certain facts which at least tend to 
suggest doubt wpon the subject. 


Charles XII was born in 1692. His father, 
Charles XI, had long been anxiohs to have a son 
t> succeed ‘him, and, Aurell argues, that if the 
child was a girl, the father and the court might 
have announced that a son had been born. It 
is known that his father was Charles’ chief in- 
structor, and that everything was done to make 
the young prince hardy. He spent hours in gym- 
nastic exercises and hunting, and thus developed 
the iron constitution which stood him in such 
geod stead in his shbsequent campaigns. ,; 


\_When 15 years of age Charles XII became King 


of Sweden, his fathef having died. Every effort 
was made to have him marry, but the young 
King not only refused to take a wife. but never 
formed any attachment with a woman. Accord- 
ing to Voltaire, who wrote his history from ac- 
counts narrated to him by Charles XII’s Prime 
Minister, “the young King was of medium stat- 
ure, with a noble air. He had a fine forehead, 
large blue eyes, full of sweetness, a handsome 
nose: and withal a face that a beautiful woman 
might envy.” Other historians agree with this 
cescription, all of them saying that while his 
figure was muscular, it resembled that of a wom- 
an more than a man, and that his hair was very 
thick end beautiful. tas 

Another important fact that every historian of 


the*monarch touches on is that hair did not grow 
on his face, and that throughout his entire life he 
never used a razor, This is considered by Aurell 
te be most cenvincing evidence. 7 

Mr. Aurel] says it is.in his private life, espe- 


cially after his defeat at Poltava, that circum- — 


stantial evitience is overwhelmingly in favor of 
his being of the gentler sex. 

He fled to Turkey in 1709, after the Russians 
bad totally routed his agmy. He was cordially 
received there and allowed to establish a resi- 
dence somewhat, befitting hig royal rank. His 
followers fitted up harems for themselves, but 
although the Sultan of Turkey and Chourlouli Ali 
Pasha, the Grand Vizier, sent him scores of beau- 
tiful girls for his harem, Charles refused to ac- 
cept them, and lived by himself with wang 8 one 
body servant. 

After a residence of nearly five vears in Tur- 
key hé™was seizefl by the Turkish Government 
and taken to Demotila.

He eventually made his 
escape disguised as a woman, He traveled 
through Austria, Bavaria, the Palatinate, West- 
phalia and Mecklenburg in that disguise and 
reached Straisund in his own dominions in safe- 
ty. He had scores of adventures during that stir- 
ring flight. When he was killed at Frederikahall 
ir. 1718 one of the officers put his hat and wig on 
the King’s head and carried his body through 
the midst of their troops, who saw the dead King

The body was buried with the utmost secrecy, 
and this final action does much to strengthen 
the theory.

Early peas should be WY 7, 
planted in rows eight inches Uy, 
one another.

It will be seen from the plan of the garden 
that I have planted the beans, peas and early cab- 
bage close to one another. This is for the pur- 
pose of later filling the beds vacated by cabbages 
and peas with late plantings of beans, thus pro- 


viding sufficient quantity of beans coming along 


all thetime for the family. Beans will grow all 
summer if planted successively. When the first 
few rows are about half grown plant another lot 
to come into bearing a few weeks later, and so on 
through the summer. 

For peas I would recommend, for the earliest 
crop, Early Alaskan and Eclipse, and for a second 
crop Nott’s Excelsior. 

The beans, green-podded, that I have found to 
be dependable are Red Valentine; ‘shell beans, 
White Marrowfat; wax, Golden Wax and Brittle 
Wax; pole, Golden Carmine Horticultural; bush 
lima, Burpee, Henderson and Dreer, and pole 
lima, Early Leviathan and King of the Garden. 

Do not plant your peas “and beans too deep— 
about 11-2 inches is deep enough. For peas, by 


all means plant the dwarf varieties, which take, 


up less room than the other sorts in a small 
garden, and are prolific. They require no props 
or screens, which lessen labor. 


anthracnose, but this may be successfully 

defeated by soaking the seed for an hour 
before planting in a slight solution of ammonia 
and copper carbonate. Mildew attacks peas, and 
this may be treated with considerable success by- 
spraying with a solution known as Bordeaux 
mixture. 

Sow the salsify at intervals of four inches in 
rows abouts a foot apart.

sow again, for there is no effective remedy for 
the pest. 

Having sown your garden now comes the ex- 
pert work of making the plants grow up in the 
way they should. This is where the pleasure of 
gardening comes in. Keeping the soil in condition 
so that the plants will thrive well is something 
of an art. 3 

If the earth has been well prepared in the first 
place there should be little trouble with weeds. 
If they do comé up they testify to the good qual- 
ities of the soil, but they may also become a re- 
proach to careless gardening. The ground must 
be well broken up, however, so that if, perchance, 
there are any weed seeds in it they will not 
have the chance to grow. 

Stir the soil of the whole garden thoroughly 
at least once every ten days, but it is not ad- 
visable to do it oftener than once a week. | 

If any weeds do get in, which is not improb- 
able, they should be carefully pulled by hand 
while the vegetables are still young, but when 
they are larger they may be removed by a “finger
